LOCKOUT. 18 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union 
Wins Victory Over the 
United Shoe Workers. 


EXPECTED 


A peculiar labor situation in St. Casi 
has been revealed through the an- 
nouncement of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co, that when its factories are 
reopened next Monday only members 
of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union 
affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor will be employed. 

The 1500 members of the United Shoe 
Workers’ Union, formerly employed. in 
the factories of the Hamilton-Brown 
Co., declared through their officers, 
Friday, that they éxpected to be locked 
out Monday and would formally call 
a strike. The Hamilton-Brown Co. has 
enter into a contract for one year with 
the Boot and Suoe Workers Union 
under the terms of which only mem- 
bers of that organization will be em- 
ployed in~its factories. 

The Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union 
has 3500 members and was recéiving 
applications, Friday, from hundreds of 


other workers. There has deen bitter | 


rivalry between the two labor unions 
in St. Louis, and each has been striv- 
ing for recognition from the manufac- 
turers. The fight between the labor 
organizations, the manufacturers de- 
clare, has caused them much trouble. 

The Hamilton-Brown company paid 
off all its workerg_the day before Christ- 
mas and notified them that their serv- 
ices would not be required. The notice 
stated, however, that the factories soon 
would be reopened and then former em- 
ployes would be given preference. Since 
then the company has made the con- 
tract with the regular union, and ig- 
nored the United Shoe Workers Unien, 
which came into existence as the result 
of an insurgent movement in 1909. 

Hundreds Joining Union, 

It was announced by the company 
Friday that to applicants-for work Mon- 
day, and on succeeding days of the 
week during organization of the new 
force, would be presented applications 
for membership in the Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ Union. Those who are already 
members of the Union, or sign applica- 
tions for membership, will be employed, 
but those who refuse will not be given 
employment. 

Grant Smith, financial secretary of the 
United Shoe Workers’ Union, declared 
that the members of his organisation 
would not join the rival union. They 
preferred to go on a strike, he said, to 
accepting employment. on condition of 
becoming members of thé rival organi- 
zation. 

At the 3 of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ Union; at 810 Ollve street, 
a reporter found 400 men in line waiting 
for an opportunity to file applications 
for membership. Officials of the union 
said that 90 per cent of the applicants 
were men and women who had not been 
members of any union.. Some. of the 
members of the United Shoe Workers’ 
Union were applying, they said. | 

The employes taken back will be paid 
the wage scale that prevailed before 
the factories wert closed, accdrding to 
J T. Johnston, superintendent of the 
three. big Twenty-first street factories 
of the company. Under the contract be- 
tween the unlon and company all dw 
agreements as to wages and conditions 
of employment are to be referred to a 
board of arbitration for adjudication. 

The officiais or the United Shoe Work- 
ere Union asserted that their organisa- 
tion had been able to get increases of 33 
to $6 a week for their members in other 
cities. For the reason that they had 
been fighting for higher wages, they 
gaid they believed the shoe-manufactur- 
ers of St. Louis .were discriminating 
against them, and in favor of their 
older rival. 

All of the Hesntitun-Brown factories 
in the Twenty-first street group, which 
have heretofore been open shops, will 


become closed shops under the contract. |.

“Those orders have never been 
changed and if properly interpreted 
the men who have been fighting on 
the other side of the border and who 
come over unarmed, are treated as 
refugees and are allowed to stay on 
our side of the line rather than be 
turned back to practically certain 
death. Armed men, who come over 
are of course disarmed; the arms are 
held by our people and the men them- 
selyes recetved as other refugees. 

“With regard to what will happen 
if a very large number attempt to 
come over I can only say that unless 
the orders are changed (which of 
course they may be if an exigensy 
ealis for a change), these men will be 
treated as refugees.”

.Sible for Her Condition.

MACON, Mo., Jan. 2. John W. Nis- 
beth, wealthy merchant and leader of 


the temperance movement which recent- 
ly Caused Macon and surrounding towns 
to vote out liquor, took the witness 
stand yesterday and denied that he was 
responsible for the death of his book- 
keeper, Miss Merle Drinkard of Bevier, 
Mo., or for her condition prior to her 
death. 

After Misg Drinkard died last July, 
Nisbeth was arrested on a manslaughter 
charge. The accusation was based on 
an ante-mortem statement she was said 
to have made to her mother. In an 
indictment it wag charged that drugs 
given to Miss Drinkard by Niabeth, or at 
his direction, caused the young wom- 
an’s death. 

Former Clerk Aids Prosecation. 

George Critchfield, a clerk in Nis- 
beth’s store also was arrested, but no 
formal charge was made against him 
and he is now the State's principal 
witness against Niasbeth. 

Critchfield testified that at the re 
quest of Nisbeth he purchased the 
drug which, the secution alleges, 
was given to Mise D ard with fatal 
effect, 

Nisbeth on the witness stand denied 
that he had’ anything to do with the 
purchasing of a.drug. He said that 
he discharged Critchfield because of 
Critchfiel@’s undue friendliness for Miss 
Drinkard. Later he re-employed Critch- 
‘field in one of his branch stores at 
Callao, Mo. Asked why he did this, 
he said: 1 gave Mm a job at Callao 
because no women were employed m 
my store there.“ 

Nisbeth testified that just before soos 
Drinkard died he heard Critchfield 

“What will become of me if Merie 
dies, I gave her three different kizids 
of medicine.” 

Merely Considerate, He Says. 

The courtroom was crowdeq when 
Nisbeth gave his testimony. He an- 
swered all questions calmly, and showed 
no, embarrassment under cross-examina- 
tion. He said his relations with Miss 
Drinkard were merely those of a con- 
siderate employer. 

There has been much énmity against 
Nisbeth in some quarters becauge of 
his activity as a temperance leader. He 
lorganized Good Government Leagues in 
Macon County and the surrounding ter- 
ritory. He has frequently said that en- 
emies have been behind his prosecutſon.

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PLAN FOR CHAIN 
POOR MAN'S BANKS 


Carnegie Also Named as Co- 
Operating With Julius Rosen- 
wald of Chicago in System. 


By Associated Press 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Confirmation ot 
reports from Ber. that Julius Rosen- 
wald of Chicago, who is at present in- 
vestigating European banking systems 
for financing men of small means. 
would soon establish in this -country 
a chain of banks, in an effort to aid 
small borrowers unable to obtain loans 
from ordinary financial institutions, 
was given here by Dr. Edwin R. L. 
Gould. Rosenwald is co-operating with 
Andrew Carnegie and Vincent Astor and 
others, Gould said. 

It is probable that Dr. Gould wi" 
be head of the system of banks, the 
first of which is to be established in 
Chicago, with a capital of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

: Studies System Abroad. 

I have studied the systems abroad,” 
Dr. Gould said; “and conferred with 
others as to the practicability of its 
adoption in America. Im reality it is 
not a banking system, but a system of 
credit and loan. There are 15,700 in- 
stitutions in Germany of this kind and 
they are controlled by a central insti- 
tution. The whole idea is to establish 
credit for the small man on the basis 
of character, just as is done in Italy, 
Austria, Germany and Ireland.“ 

According to Dr. Gould, the found- 
ers aim to eliminate the loan office 
evil all over the country which en- 
courages the small man to borrow be- 
yond his means and which extorts such 
high rates of interest that a.borrower 
is seldom able to repay the debt. No 
loans will be made without evidence 
that the money is to be used for legiti- 
mate purposes. 

5 Per Cent Certificates. 


Another feature will be the issuing 
of certificates in small denominations, 
purchasable on small weekly or month- 
ly payments and bearing 5 per cent 
interest, which fs a rate far above that 
ordinarily allowed by savings banks. 
These certificates will be redeemable 
on demand. <A working man is thus 
encouraged to invest his savings.
